In an interview with “IPRA,” victim, ^^^^^^^Brelated that he w as talking to a male/black and a female/black 
acquaintance on the street when a squad car pulled up. ^^^^|stated that a male /black offi cer, now known as Officer 
Gary Claxton exited the vehicle and told him to remove his hands from his pockets. t hat Office r Claxton 

grabbed his sweatshirt and placed his 45 caliber automatic silver gun to his neck. Officer Claxton told ^^^^|"the next time 
I tell you to takeyour^cking hands out of your pockets just do it,” and then bolstered his weapon, turned him around to 
handcuff him. Bi^H^tated that Officer Claxton turn ed him around while in handcuffs and caused the cuff on the right 
hand too tighten. Officer Claxton removed off his head and then placed it back on h is head in a way that the 

cap pressed his eyeglasses against his face, causing redness to the bridge of his nose ^^^Hsaid after Officer Claxton 
released him, and told him” If I see you later today or tomorro w I will m ake you kiss the concrete or with your hands in your 
pocket again. I'm going to put some of this lead in your ass.” stated that he sustained red bruising marks to the 

bridge of his nose and both rest, but did not seek medical attention.(Att. 4)

Evidence Technician photographs of did not depict redness to the bridge of his nose or to

In a report. Officer Scott provided accounts of the incident that corroborated that of Officer Cla xton. He d enied seeing 
Officer Cla xton commit the alleged actions and did not see him have any physical contact with ^^^^|Officer Scott stated 
^^^^Idemeanor was hostile towards him and Officer Claxton. (Att.33) 

In a report, accused Officer Claxton related he observed after passing the location several times, he 

exited the car to conduct a field interview. Officer Claxton stated that ^^^^|and another subject had both hands in their 
pockets and for officer safety he asked them to remove their hands. Officer Claxton stated they failed to comply and he un- 
holstered and drew his service revolver, ordering them to remove their hands. After the subjects complied, he reholstered 
his weapon. Offi cer Claxton denied the allegations against him and stated he did not use improper force, handcuff or speak 
improperly to Mr. ^^^^B^fficer Claxton did not observe any injuries on described his demeanor as hostile.
